TWIRAY Jowes, a long table, two formes, two beds; my friend and 
his couſen,one of the ſons of the Gentleman of the Caſtle lay together,and 
I Jay agaiaft the door: as we came into the chamber a hound of the houſe 
going in before me, I ſaw the Dog ſhew great feare as he went under the 
bed, but 1 thougkt nothing of it : one of the ſervants {et dewn a candle wp- 
en the ground by me, and there came a blaſt of winde from the doore,and 
blue out the candle that it ftrucke the {ontfe on the one ide; ſaid I, who blue 
opt the candle, no bogy here, fat.{ my friend, then no dody did it ſaid I, and 
then, and not before, did] re: oe r what my friend {aid to me upon the 
way, that the houſe was haunted with Spirits; preſently ſomething made 
Ach a none upon tac top of the teſter like the norfe of {q nds 2 _ now 
ud I, arc yau there already? the thing made the like noiſe agatine, 1 ſtept 
up at the beds feet, and there wasa handtome beaft like a Cat , and it we- 
ned the head and looked upon me, it was grifl?d avout the ard and away 
it {cudled to the upper end of the bed, and funke downe. I told the com- 
pany that I had {cen the fineſt bealt that ever 1 ſawn my life, after wee 
werean bed there were lights upon the wall that went round about the 
chamber, but ſo:nething had got my ictend by the leg, and he cried out 
mainly, and 1 d1J not finde that his ded-tc:low gave on: any helpe at all , 
which made methink ke cried ſo to make me afraid, but he being almoK 
pylled out by the heels the Spirit let goe hisleg, and bis yed-fellow be- 
n to roare out amaine, and I began to.ſtartle: wha's the matter with you 
ere {aid I:there is one,faies he,lics upon ime & is ready to kill me:thonght 
with my fete, if the heire of the houte be thus dealt withall , 1 (hall bee 
paid | oy and by. z. with that, I felt ſomething creeping upon.the bed » butit 
was nothing but the Hound tatcame for fucconr ; then tht toots began 
for. to flye at thezr heads, the table went ons way , the formes were drawm 
inother way , fwoh tammrabloneiſcinthe Hail es fry cntphes been: 
gether 
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efker by the cars : I thought that all the D:vels 1n Hell were gotten toge- 
ther, but I could ſee nothing, and that was throwne was at their. heads , 
this continued three houres together; and then vegan the ſtir over head 
among the ſervants, all the bed cloathes pulled oft chem,beaten with their 
bootes,and never gave them over untill it was almoſt day, 

The next day being Friday my friend went into the Country about 
ſome bulincfle, but that night I heard nathbing ftir in the chamber, bur in the 
Hall, and among the ſervants abovethey were Toundly eaten. Upon 
Saturday at right my friend came home, and I comming frem the boord in 
the Fall, there ſtood a candle upon the table ,' and one of the ſervants ta- 
king the candlefticke in his hand, there came a breath orblaſt of windeof 
the colour of aRain-bow as big as my arm,as if it had Come out of a ſquirt, 
with that force that 1f it had been a torch it wovld Fave been blowne ont , 
{aid I, we arelike to have a pray night of this wherras we cannot be ſuf- 
fered togoe quietly out of the Hall; as ſoone as we were in bed, there 
was a Bellrung about the chamber, and ſach.a crying of 9 hoxe all about 
the yard, that it was wonderfull to heare their audible yvoyces; immediate= 
ly my rug was pulled from me, I complained to my friend for the lofle of 
my cleaths, by my ſoule ſaid he, we haveloſt rug, and ſheet and all, let us 
riſe together and get onr cloaths,vut ke made me no anſwer. I heard ſome- 
thing rattle upon ihe cheſt at my beds feet, doe you heare Sir, ſaid I, do you 
mean1 ſhall lye cold all night ; "preſently I ſaw the rug come fiying about 
the bed poſt griped at one corner, and ſo throwne npon me : I teltto ſee 
bow it was laid, and I could not mend it. 1 tooke good hold of the rugge 
withboth my hands, for I thought this kindnefſe came not for nothing , 
preſently ſomething tooke held of the cloaths a little below my knees, and 
pulled meuny from the boulſter: I pulled again, and down the Spirit fell up- 
ON me 14S it were With two fits, after which, he pulled me up from the 
boulfter eight or ten times, thoughtT if he continue to pull thus diveliſhly, 
he will tyer me out quite, I mutt thinke of a remedy , I gave a ſtrong pull 
With a}l my might, and withall I ſtart up and caught at him with one of imy 
hands ſo that 1 made himlet got, heſtrake me inſtantly with « boot over 
the knees, andlaid on me as if I had done him a great fdeale of wrong. I 
Qatt up and caught at the boot , but he ſhifted from, ape fideto the other 
that I conld never touch the boot ; thought I, this 1s nor the 'way,he ſtrake 
upon one ſide,ard 1 caught on the otber ſide, & then I bad gotten the boot 
by che top with both hands, and then did 1 fee him, he was ro bigger then 
an Ape, but we made ſuch an noiſe with putting and blowing that my 
friend thought they had been killing of me, and asked me bow I did', f4i8 
I, here is arogue bath beaten me with a boot, and I have bold of it, and will 
teare it in peeces before he ſhall pull _ boot fromme , butat laſt I _

kim ſo near methat I thonght to catch him in mine armes, but he tumbled 


downe at the beds feet, and I was taken by the foot with a hand, I beat 
him eff with the other foot, up comes a thing tumbling upon me , and ſits 
epon my legs,l gave twenty plundges at him before 1 could kicke him of 
my friend calledto-me to know how I did, faid I, here 18 a rogue rides me, 
but be was no ſooner downe but ke was upon me aguune, but I ſtart ” and 
ſirake at him, and then hetumbled off me, in the meane time my friend 
knock:d for his men, but no helpe came, and then the Spirits made ſundry 
noiſes in the chamber , bur eſpecially one of them , for he cryed Weſhaw, 
Wieſhaw, Weſhaw, hold faid Ialittle, Tperceive you under{ſiard all Lan- 
uages, it may be that God will be ſo pleaſed that ſome way may ve found 
Ed the quiet of this place , but they cryed ont as they did: I commanded 
hem in Gods name to depart the chamber , but they continued their out- 
raging noiſe untill it pleaſed theimſclves; 1n comes a yeurger fonne of 
My, Fitz Garrets to know how we did, my friend having laiue long with- 
out\his cloaths, thought it a good time to get them, but as he ſtooped to 
take them up ke had ſuch a blow upon the bum that uw12de tym leap above 
ground, and came running to my bed fide but ke was followed fo cloſe 
that they both veat ig upon me;young FuzGarres tunbledoyer to the wal, 
by friend got in by me, but finding little reft there, he lefe me naked, . and 
the cry began as it did before , Yeſhaw, weſbaw , and one lay ſnoring at my 
eare : firraſaidI, you arc broken winded, but the chamver being alittle 
amet, I looked towards the doore, and there I ſaw the thape of a man, and 
he piſſed in wy face, ſaid 1 tomy friend here isa rogue pifies, ke would 
bave ſaid ſomething to me but the Spirit pilt in his mouth; by my ſovle, ſajd 
he, the Spirit hath pifled 1n my mouth : you unmannerly RaſcallſatdI, 5 
this the entertainment you give to Gentlemen? this is the roguzlt rrick that 
evcr I did ſce; I wasabout to rife, and run upon hint, but there appears 
ene ina white ſhirt by the veds ſide, and he plaid with ſometainguader 
kis ſhirt againſt his belly , that he made ſuch a tunable noiſe that I could 
nt but laugh at his rogucry : how now firra ſaid I, are yon good at that 
ſport? here 1s a ſweet crue of you , and with that I ſtart up, and then away 
he went towzrdsthe doore; my friend being weary of his lodging got up, 
and ran where his bed cloaths lay, and got to his owne bed, afcer he was 
gone they flang allthe boots and ſhooes that were in the chamber at mee : 
| inthe end there came a weighty thing upon me, what 1s that ſaid the 
AG man by me, _—_ ſaid I, but one of the long formes , and I pu- 
ed jt downe at the beds feet, then they tumbled a joynt {tele upon the 
bed,and thus they did divers times;the roume being a little quiet the young 
man ran out of the chamber : ſaid my friend to me, doe you lee nothing at 
my window ? therc wasthe ſame ſhapein a White ſhirt that Came to the 
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bed fide, and having opened the ſhutting ef the window , he raiſed him- 
ſelfeup to the _ of the window, and grew big inthe upper parts, and 
flender below , ſpreading his armes abroad naked up to the elbow , and 
- ſomctimes he would ſinke doawne to his former paſture, and up/again with 
a body like 2 Gyant : in the cad | called bim, white hirt ſaid 1, you have 
done very we l, and then he (hut upthe window and was feerno more : 
my friend called to me againe , fee you nothing at our windory , I looked 
and ſaw two hands taboring upoa the glafſe:thoſe hands have a face, (ijdt , 
I will out and ſee, but I could fce nottino but his arines, and his kead bob 
up and downe, it was as light as day in the yard : then he tofled up a ſhore 
mantle to the tp of the window, and when it fell downe he tooke it in 
hisarmes, and up with it 2gain, thus did he divers times: thought I he will 
doe ſomething clic beſides playing with his mantle, I will ſtand tothe 
caſement, it may be he will open it, and then I ſhall ſee his poſture, if not, 
I will open the window. I had no ſooner ſetled my ſelfe but the caſement 
opened without any winde at all, and he leoks in upon me, a young face, 
long, lean and hollow eyed: I thruſt my kand at his throat , but he avoided 
moft nimbly under my hand, and clapped himfſelfe flat to the wall,as flat as 
a cake, and turned up his face and looked at me. Oyon Roene faidT, 
| will ſce how you will beſtow your ſelfe , but my fight was taken from 
him upon another that ſtood againſt the window in Englith apparrell,and 
he began to walke towards the Hall Rtaires,ſe I ſhut the window and weat 
to bed, but I was ſcarce laid downe when one of themſirake me over the 
fice with a leather belt, and hurt my face: nay ſaid I, take this and take all, 
and after kim I went, and ſtriking at him I hit my friends bed poſte , and 
hurt my fingers, then was [ wilde, and ran after him about the table , and 
12id adout me upon every fide, and ſeeing ſome ſhadowes before me, I 
{pread my armes abroad, and ran themup again the wall at the doore 
but I thought they went out into the entry : I follewed after,and locked 
up the doore, and as I was taking out the key xl told my friend that I had 
dciven all the hel-hounds out of the chamber, but turning my head aſide, 
there was one in white looking ever my ſhenlder,&away goes he between 
the table and the wall, and I after him with the key in my hand, ſtriving 
to take himupon the pate , but he kept his diſtznce ſo before me, that I 
found if I ſtrake I ſhoald ſtrike ſhort, which made me fling the key at his 
backe , and the key went through him for ke was but a hadsw,, and kee 
vaniſhed away before me ; the key ſprang back under the tables end, and 
I could not finde it, and then I went and lay downe in my bed, and I faw 
a blacke head looking out from under m friends bed, and out he creeps in 
his former ſhape, goes tothe tables end, {teops under and takes up the key, 


and goes into the entry, and unlocks the doore , and takes the latch in his 
A 3: «þ ether.

| iato the Hall; a Harpe being in the window one beginsto play an Iriſh 
tune, and plaid halfe a quarter of an houre, but ſo ſingularly well , that it 
was not poſſi>lc for manto doe thelixe, and plaid an Iriſhdance, and 
before I was aware there was ſome ſeven or eight young men tolooke up- 
on,dancing in a ring , and one of them had a paire of tables in his hands, 
and alltoratled them up and downe, and when he lef: playing they were 
not to be ſeen : then he plaid againe, and they were inagaine dancing as 
before, but as ſoone as he left playing they were vaniſhed upon a ſadden: 
well tkought I, you ſhall ſerve me ſo no more, a moule thall noe come 1n at 
the doore but 1 will fee it, the firſt thing I faw was a whip of lightning no 
bifgerthen a bow-ſtring, and withall there was a liawbe of the Divell kic- 
ked into theroome, and gave ſach a bounce that it drew my fight fally up- 
on it, but before | could caſt up my ſ1ght there was the ſhape of a body 
proportionable unto it, this ſhape was fif:cen or ſixteen foot of length , 
that his head tonched the roofe of the chamber , and as he did walke for- 
ward ke bounced and made ſuch a noiſe that it was wonder to heare : I be- 
held him with a ſorrowfull countenanece , and 1 ſaw his knees above the 
boord, and 1 could not reach neare his waſte, I having no acquaintance 
with him formerly, I thought it was an uneguall match to graple with hitn, 
but 1 will ſee the going eur, and after many turnes when he caine to make 
himſclfe even with the doore he vaniſhed and became nothing , and pre- 
ſently the cry was above ſtaires, the ſervants lay three in a bed, and amon 
them was aPricſt the firſt that was laid hold of was the Pricſt,they had hin 
| by the legs , and he cried out for helpe , and with much adoe, his fellowes 
| ept him that he was not drawn quite out of the bed, but there he lay with 
[1 feare and trembling all that night, andftaidnot in the morning to take 
F-: leave : inthe ncxt bed lay a Harper , and he was pulled out of the bed by 
=]; theſtones with a whip-cord, andin the fall hart his ſhoulder and was 
”Þ threwdly beat adout the Chamber, before he conltrecover his bed,not one 
| rag of Cioathsleft upon them, , and were beaten with boots antill day- 
3 l:oht. 

Upon Sunday mght I had a fre tn my chamber, and a boy to maintaine 
the Arg,and a (tattz in fny hand, porpofing to be maſter of my ledging that 
night, 1 comming formoſt with my ot in my hand, the ſtones came flying 
10 at the window thick and threetold, but T ſhut the caſement with my 
{taffe and held dawne the latch of the caſemen?t, and they pinched my tin- 
ger inthe ring of the caſement , ſo that my maile was bruſed , but I would 
not let goe, my friend ttanding in the chamber doore defired me to ſtand 
off from the window, doubting that my braines would have been daſhed 
out with the ſtones; they fla ng two ſtones through the next light which 
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few by my ſhoulder, brake foure panes of the plafſe, and yet all the bro-: 
ken glaſle flue dacxward into the yard, and the crofle lead was beaten out- 

ward ioto the yard, and yet the ſtones flue intothe chamber : the company 
being gone, 1 went to locke the chamber doore , but I could not inde the 
ftaple,T called my friend, and vid him ſee if he could finde the taple,l ſhot 
the locke into his hand and put the doore cloſe to the poſte, and yet no 
ſtaple would be found, fo wegave it over as pulled ont of the poſt, and yet 
theitaple was not taken ont of the polt:faid Lit 1« no great matter for ſaut- 
ting of the doore, forif any of them come in I will make kim an exariple 
tothe reſt of his fellows if I may fee kin, in the mean tine I walked ap and 
downethe chamoer expefting no good: it was not long before 1 had a 
thumpe in the neck witha tarte thrown at me that it ſtrake my cap on the 
one lide, which T did not take very well, but it was not long but they hit 
me fo againe, I laid abeut me with my (taffe, but all in vaine, tor I couldſee - 
nothing ; at laſt ſomething came down the chimney ratling , which was 
nothing but an old fcrubed broome , and then came downe ſack another, 
the >a$ket hilt of a cudgell and ftones they threw downs into the fire, then 
{aid Lift yon dare come no nearer I ſhall doe well enough this night , but 
tizey got a tricke at lait that if I were at one end of the chamber, they 
would allto deat them that were in bed, but I came into heipe them fud- 
denly, in the end they defired me to fit by them upon the bed, and tull ma- 
ny a thumpe upen the backe I had, but I would not be driver. from them, 
then they were ſo mad they threw the fire about the chamber:faid I, I think 
theſe ael-honnds will burne the bonſe, and as I fat upon the bed they clapt 
the hilt of the cudgelinpon my cap, doe youſee what a coxcomoe they 
have put upon my head, I gave it the boy and made him barne itthen they 
tooke my Rapicr off the bed and threw 1t againſt the ground, and when [ 
tooke it up they threw a Piſtoll after me and hit me on the leg : the night 
veing well ſpent , and the fire almoſt waſted, the boy unſcene by me was 
gone out of the camber to get up the ſtaires to his bed,but before he could 
et up they palied him downe by the heels and beat him, fo that he cried 
for helpe amaine, I not thinking of the bey ran to helpe , mcantag tolay 
indyfcrently amongſt them never remembring the boy , but as ſoone as [ 
came among them they let-the boy goe, and heran into my armes,andT led 
him into the chamber, but they had handled him ſe ruffly , that I could not 
quiet him in a good while , and he told me that if I had not come and reſ- 
cued him they had killed him , thenTI went and ſat by my friend, and ſet 
my candle upon the forme before me and they threw three times at it from 
the bed but did not put it out,then I tooke the candle 1n my hand and went 
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_ andfatupon my own bed, and ſet the candle by me, 2nd I heard ſomething 


at the dare; I ran and pulled open the doore, and there were ſome cight

inthe ſhapes of men, and the hindmoR was in Engliſh habit , and they 
crowded oneupon another making haſte to be gene , ſs that the former 

was readyto turne into the Hall ; when I had the frft fight of this hope- 
full crue, and they were ſo far gone from me that I could not givea blew 
upon them, ſo 1 ſet my backe againſt the doore, and bid one of them if hee 
$urſt come and drive me into the chamber ; but they did not ſhew them- 
{elves nor make 2ny neiſc: wellſaid I, rather then want ſport come all the 
whole crue of you and let us have one rough bout before 1 go toreft : then 
they fhewed the light of a candle through the chinkes of the ſtaires; ſaid I, 
now I perceive your meaning , you intend to goe and viſit your friends a» 
bove ftaires, and I will gee and take my reft, and as ſoon as I had ſhut my *' 
door, I might heare them at it abeve head : the men cried, the dogs cried, 
for they were throwne from one end of the roome to the other , and thus 
this laſt night was ended, and I was glad I bad no more hurt among them.

Another deſigne of Conſequence is now alſo in agicationin this 
City, namely, the raifing of a company of Archers for the ſervice in 
band : For which purpoſe a Precept under his Ecellencies hand. (a 
true copie whereof we gave you in the 25 weeke of this qur intelli> 
g:nce) was read in ſcverall Pariſh Churches abour Lo»dor, on the laſt 
Lords day being the third of this inftant December : whereby all 
Miniſters, Church-wardens, Conſtables, Headboroughes and other 
Officers are deſirous to be furtherers of that ſervice, and to exhort the 
people toa willing fubſcription unto a worke ſo muth conducing 
1:to the pnblibe good. 

The ſame day there was alſo read in feverall Churches, an order

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I. Hat we ſhall ſincerely, really and conſtantly, 

through the Grace of God, cndeavour in our 
ſeverall places and callings, the preſervation of the 
Retormed Religion in the Church of Scotland, in 
Docirine, Worſhip, Diſcipline and Government, 


zgainſt our common Enemies; the Reformation of 


Religion inthe Kingdoms of E»zland and Ireland, in 
Dodrine, Worſhip, Diſcipline and Government , 


according to the Word of God, and the Example of 


tne beſt Reformed Churches; And ſhall indeavour 
to bring the Churches of God in the three Kingdoms, 
to the neereſt Conjunction and Uniformity in Religi- 
on. Confeiſion of Faith, Form of Church-Govern- 
ment, Dite&ory for Worſhip and Catechizing ; 
That we and our Poſterity after us, may as Brethren, 
live in Faith and Love, and the Loid may dclight to 
dwell in the middeſt of us. 

IT. That weſhall in like manner, without reſpeR 
of perſons, indeavour the Extirpation of Popery , 
Prelacy, ( that is, Church- Government, by Arch- 
Biſhops, Biſhops, their Chancellors and Commil- 
faries, Dzans, Deans and Chapters, Archdeacons, 
and all other Eccleftaſticall Officers depending on 
that Hicrarchy ) Superſtition, Herefie , Schilme,

1a9 to our power, 'againſt all Lets and Impediments 
whatſoever; and what weare notable our lclves to 
ſuppreſſe or overcome, w- ſhall reveal and wake 
known,that it may berimely prevented or removed ;

| And begauſe theſe Kingdoms are guilty of many

Chriſt, as is too manifeſt by our preſent diſtreſſes and

Qorics by leaſt meanes, weakeſt Armies, and by the men leaſt lookt 
at, and meſt contemptible, and when they themſelves have been moſt 
diffidenr of their owne ſtrength; God hath as it were viſibly repro- 
ved us for our humane conhidence.

The firſt thing obſervable is, that on Ye#zeſday laſt Pro- 


' elamarion was made in Farnham by the beating op of 2 


' Drum, that all ſouldicrs ſhould repaire to their Colours us 
pon paine of death, after which all the foot companies re- 
paired into the Parke , where rhey were auaftred; that it 
might be knowne what number of men were in a readineſſe, 
and thenames of ſuch as were fled from their Colours retur- 
ned, that further order might be taken with ehem. 

The next day being the ſixteenth of rhis preſent , a irong 
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2 } 
ty of borſe , and fixtcen out of every company of foot 
were ſent towards Odiam, at which place the greateſt part- 
of Sir Rehþb Hoptons forces were quartered , thinking to 
fall upon their quarters 3 but when they came neere, they 
found the enemy had lined the hedges with Musquettiers,and 


as the countrey people reported, were gone to Alford fix 


miles further, ſo that our D:figne was in part preven- 
ced , onely .fome of their ſtragling pillaging forces were 
taken, 

Vpon Friday laſt Caprtaine Okley with forty five of his 
men marched twelve miles into the enemies quarters to a 
Market Towne called Methouſt three miles from ?erporth, 
where aparty of the enemy was ( two other Troupes of 
Horſc were likewiſe defgned to goe upon this ſervice, but 
came not time enough ) and when he came within ſix miles 
of the Towne, the countrey people gave him Intelligence, 
that above one hundred and fifty of the enemies horſe were 
that morning in the Towne, and that, not many houres be- 
fore, they were marched from thene>to Petworth 3 but in- 
tended ro come tlither againe that night, and it was thoughr 
that if we came not with a very ſtroag party, the Towne be- 
ing very Malignant, and tore of Papiſts in ft, would have 
riſen againſt us; yet was this valiant Capraine nothing at all 
diſcouraged, but r:folved to march thither, and when hee 
came at the Towne, he ſet Sentinells at every paſſage, and 
kept the Towne for about two houres , where wee took 
three Cavalliexs that lay behind, and many horſes , and 
ſome ftore of clouth which was taken from Papiſts and Ma- 
lignants there to cloath the foo, PPE

the Kentiſh Regiment of Horſe , which was occafioned by 
ſome of the Kings Scouts comming to Purbrick and other 
places ncar to Gilford, ; 

Tie next day being Sunday , the Enemy appeared upon 4 
}4i1l two milcs from Farnham , whereupon a!l our Forces 
weredrawn out of the Town into the Parke, and our Ord- 
nance mounted againſt them , and after boch Armies hd fa- 


cedone another ſome time, we ſent out ſome partics of horſe 
to fire upon the Enemy, and fo our horſe faced theirs, till. 


about three of the clocke in the afternoon, and ſemt-forth 
Scouts who fired upon the Egemy and killed ſome ofthem, 
but we had not one man hurt 3 and towards night , a ſtrong 
party of horſe and foot were ſent againſt the Egemy , who 
fired upon them , and at their firſt charge the Enemy fled 
down the Hilltowards Crandall about a mile of, which was 
the place of their retreat, but in regard the way to that Town 
was full ofnarrow Lanes and Hedgcs, which they had lined 
with Musketiers, it was not thovght fit to purſue them thiz 
ther, and ſo we retreated again into Farnham. | 
On Monday in the morning about nine of the clocke , the 
Enemy both Horſe and Foot appeared again ina body upon 
the Hill between Crandall and Farnham, fo that all otfe for- 
ces were drawa out againinto the Parke , and the Ordnance 
placed about a mile and a halfe from their body of horſe, and 


about eleven ofthe clocke our Ordnance began to Ty , and 


our horſe marched up the Hill near unto them , andafter we 
had faced each other for ſome time , we charged them, and 
kept them in play till part of cur Foot were drawn up, who

tion made on it, were inthe Dario Warres, butthe Normans 
ſucceeding, through the picty of Godly religious men, reſiding 
there, and the bounty and liberality of the Biſhops, it did ſadden-

But Chrift-Church,pla- 
ced av it were inthe Navell of the City, raiſcth it (clfe to lo great 
a Majeſty, and Statclinefic, that Ere/mm,a man not too much ta- 
ken with magnificence in this kind, Iam ſure not doting onit, 
faics, that this doth preſent it ſc]lfe with ſo Majeſtick ſtate,w? pro» 
enl etiam Intuentibus religionem incatiat,that it occaſions that de- 
votion, which ſhould be uſed there, and ſtrikes a ſenſible impref- 
ſion of Religion, in their hearts that beheld it, though afarre off, 
and ata diſtance, T his Church built in old time (as Zeds faics) 
by the faithfull and belecying Rowan:,and by King. thilbert gi=

But before we paſſe frem the re/ation of this horrid Sacriledee, 
committed on the Churchof canrerbary, I could not freemy ſelte 
from being guilty of thatgreat ſinne of vbſcuring the great manifeſta- 
tion of Gods /uſkce, if I ſhould in filence paſſe over , that moſt exem- 
lary vengeance, which perſued to death, that unfortunate Gentle- 
man Colonell Sanays, the ringleader to that Rebellions rout, which 
were Actors in that more then Baroarous outrage. | 
Whether the cunning perſ{waſions of others, or his own ambition 
firſt imbarked him in this farall undertaking, is uncerraine, butas him- 
ſelfe confeſſed on his death-bed, to a friend and Kinſman of his, who 
asked him, whathe meant being a Gentleman of fo faire an eſtate, to 
ingage himſclfe inthis Treaſon? he anſwered, That he was /o farre 


- drawn in before he was aware, that he knew not how to come off, without 


the danger of his bead: Souſuall it is for one linne to ingage thefinner 
for a ſecond: having therefore once lifted up hishand againſt his So» 
vcraigne, the Lords Anaynted, he thought th: way to'be ſecure from 
the puniſhment of Rebe4ion, was to perſevere in his crime, and goe 
on in Rebellion: in puriuance therefore of fo black deſignes, being 
Colonell of a Regiment of Horſe, in Sepr.1642+ with the Reſt of the 
Revells Army under the condutofthe Earle of Eſſex, he advanced 
rowards Foreſter, and making ſome excurſions with tenne Troops 
o: Horle from the body of their Army, at Fickefei/d, neare Worceſter, 
accidentally were met by Prince Rupert, accompanied by Prince 
1anrice, and ſome others, Zeras and Gentlemenot His Majeſtics Ca- 
vallry: being thus by chance met, The Prince glad of anyopportu- 
nity, to exprefe the bravenesfſe of his refolution;, charged the Re- 
bells with incomparable valour: In thi; ſhort, buttierce conflia, Coe 
lonell Sa»dys was wounded, and being diſmeunted his Horſe, be- 
camePriſoner to the Kings Partee, Buing thus wounded and asthen 
was conceived, mortally, he beganue to reflet upon himſelfe, and 
tiading ſolittle warrant in his now unbiaſf'd conicitence for hisunder- 


_ taking, which ha1 brought him into this condition, his perplexed 


ſoul brak2 ont into many fad expreſſions of remorſe: crying out, Yoe, 


' Woe, toeviil Counſel and kappy are they that doe not take it. And being 


put iamind by a Reverend Door in Diviaity , and Chaplaine to 

Prince Rwpert, of the heighnouſneſle of the ſinne of Rebellion, he ac- 

knowledged tunſelfe to have fallen into chat finne, and that God 

was juſt in his Tudgements for hnding him outin his inqady, projet:

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Door replied, thatit he recovered), perhaps the ſame perſwaſiong 
from others, or inconſiderateneſſe in himſelfe , might again ingage 
him in this Rebellion, at which words, a little lifcing up his hand, he 
profeſſed, He would rather have it cut off then ever againe lift it up a» 
gainft the King: He freely acknowledged the Tultice of the Kings 
cauſe, and thit he had obſerved the bleſſings of God to accompany n, 
and when the Door deſired leave to teſtify his Repentance tothe 
world, he freely gave him keave, asking God and the King forgive- 
peſſc, praying for a bleſſing upon hum , and his proceedings. In this 
mind he continued while Prince Rapert, and the Kings forces with 
him ſtaid in Porceſter : and whether after the Earle poſſeſſing him- 
{elfe of Worceſter, by the impetuons ſollicitations of thoſe Marthe- 
rers of Soules,thoſc FaRors for Hel), their Schiſmatical) LeQurers, 
(who make men 1wofold more the Children of the Divell then thems- 
ſetves ) he tell offgand turned eApoſtate}from his newly reſolved Loy- 
«lty, as repenting of his Repentance, is uncertain; Thoſe that were a- 
bout him and faw his weakneffe, ever declining from the firſt! boure 
ke reecived his wounds, mult teſtify to the World that he had nei- 
ther fireagth ef hand to write, nor ſo much compoſednefle of Spi. 
rit,tobethe Author of that Spurious, Suppoſititious Yiudicarion, Publi- 
ſhed in his name Of&Z.11.1642.hebeing ( whatſoever that forgery 
pretends ) as unable to vindicate hamſclfe with his penye , as his 
[ſw ord: but if they had his hears, as well as his hand ſubſcribing to that 
Atheiſticall reſolution, where they thas bring him in foaming cut his 
own ſhame, The Apprehention of death never hitherto ſo neerly tcuched 
me, but if God ſhall once reftore me to my former ſtrength, 1 ſhall by his 
belp, with as much alacrity and | hope courage, endeavony to defend, 
and maintain with my deareſt blood, this fo good acauſe ( meaning this 
preſent Rebellion) 4s ever { was at firſt engagedin or. If 1 fay they 
had his heart, as well as his han to that Reſolution, I am afraid it was 
tooevident a Symptome of a wretched man, given upto a Reprobate 
ſenſe, which of all ſpirituall judgements queſttonlefle is the greateR; 
and might jaftly call for thoſe Torments of body, whichafterward, as 
a Gangreendevonred and cat up his fleſh, and thoſe pangs of Conſti- 
enee, which I am afraid were but the earneſt of a Worſe condition to 


inſuc: tor ag the P/a/miff ſais, As for ſuch as turn back unto their own 


wickednefſe, the Lord ſhall lad them forth, with the workers of iniqui-

ng withall his hearty ſorrow, and repentance for it whereupon the 
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ty, Pſal.125.y. But I Remember that of S. Paw/, Jhage nothing before 
the time, untill the Lord come: 1. Cor. 4.5. And therefore while on 
Suppoſition I write my feares , poſitively I decermine nothing, not 
knoving,whether God might not give him the graceof Repentance 
atthe laſt, which if he did, he only ( I darc ay ) that gave the Grace, 
knew of itz concerning his eternal] condition therefore, I ſhall leave 
him tothe judgement of that Rightecus God, thar Judgeth righteous 
judgement, and gives to every man according to his workes::and only 
informe the World in what condition the Colonell lay , untill che 
time of his diflolution, and putting off his carthly, but loathſome Ta« 
bernacle. 

As the Colonell was amongſt the Rebells a very conſiderable man, 
both for his extraRion,and quality, and ikewitc for his Fate ( ro ſay 
nothing of his valour, and reſolution, had they been Loyallyimploy. 
cd) ſoit was amoneft their chiefelt cares to recover him of thoſe 
wounds which he reccived in their unchyiſtian quarrell: while theres 
fore the Rebells Army lay in Worcefter (which was about three 
weeks J though then upon more ſtri ſearching his wounds, in the 
opinion of the beſt Chirurgions, they were not mortall,yet, whatſoe- 
ver the Art, and invention either of the Phyſition or Chirurgion,could 
contribute to his recovery, was not omitted: when the Rebells Ar 
drew our,jto meet theKings in their March from Shrewsbary, which 
they did to their colt at Edge-hil, the Colonel] was committed to the 
care of his own Chirurgion, then inpay under him, John Anthony of 
London; to whomgas a witnefle and an aſſiſtant in the cure, was joy» 
ne4a Chirurgion ofthe Citty of Worceſter, Edward Mar/ſpall + who, 
thoughthey both uſed all the Art, and Induſtry that poſlibly they 
could, to effect the cure, yet the difficulties every day multiplied a= 
gainſt the means, and in deſpightof their Balſoms, his wounds did 
patrify and the ficſh rot, to the wonder of the Artis, and the Seorne 
of their Art: In ſomuchthatthe Chirurgeons ,after much variety of 
means uſed, and mach firugling with theſe growingevills, ( the cure 
ſtill going back ward, as if their ekill had bin imployed to widen thoſe 
wounds whichthey pretended tecloſeup ) wete heard by of 
the City of Worceſter to confelle, what Hipporrates faies every Phy» 
ſitian (hould firſt look after, in eyery cure, thatthere was, $97y ri, the 
hand of Godin it, That it was a per#lier judgement upon him, and tha 
the cauſe of this putrefaRtion was w_ then Natwral: nor were _ 
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without good grounds for this conjecture , for befides the corc'ufions 


_ of their own Art, direRXly thwarted, experience on the ſevcral} parts 


of the bady of cheir Patient, was a cleare demonſtration : Thoſe 
wounds in che upper parts of his 9o iy, near the Vicalls, and there. 
fore more dangerous, were cured long before his death, but thoſe in 
in his thigh. which were but fleſh wounds, as they cal] then, Th: ic, 
werethe Opprebria Chirurgornm, here the fleſh did daily rot; and pu- 
rrifie, and was cut away by degrees. even tothe leaving of the boncs 
nak-d, and ſtunke in fo loathſome a manner, that as he wasa burthen to 
himſclfe, fo ro his triends too, and thoſe that were: about him, being 
hardly able, for the noytomeneſle of thetmel], either to come neare 
him to doe the offices of neceflary attendance, or fo muchas to endure 
the roome where helay, ſointolerable was the ſtench, and fo off. re 
ſive. - 

Nor werethe wounds of his body more inſufferable to his friends, 
then the wounds of his Cen/ciencetohimſelfz,the gvilt of Rebellion 
wrought in him {trong convalti 'nsof Soule, high diſtempers of mind. 
yet that he might not linke under the burden of his wounded ſpirit, a 
weight that requires more then manto ſupport it, he ſent for M, {++ 
terel, an Orthodox. godly Miniſter, and Parſon of .Ste4ndvrews in 

Worceſter to Adminiſter a word of comfort unto him in this his allied 
condition. 

When M* Corterellcameuntohim,he found Obediah Sedgwick,that 
ſcandalous feditious Miniſter of Efex, in private conference with the 
Colonel}, and Bread and wine, ready prepared for the Lords Smpper: 


 Sedgwicke having ended his diſcourſe, went to prayers, whereupon M, 


Cotterell offering to withdraw, he was intreated by one of the Colo- 
nells {ervants toſtay,whith accordingly he did: Sedgwick having con- 
cluded his extemporary prayer, tooke his leave & departed,refuſingto 
ſtay either to adminiſter the Sacrament tothe Colonel], or tocommu- 
nicate with him : of whichretufall, when M. Correrell afterward 
deſired ro know the Reaſon, all the fatisfation that was given him, 
was, that Sedgewicke was not fully aſſured of the fitnefle, and due 
_—_— of thoſe that were to receive the Sacrament with him. 

eſperate Hypocrite ! whatſoever he was perſwaded of the pre- 
paration of the other Communicants , *tis moſt certaine, hecould 
not be ignorant of the great unfitnefſe of the Colonell himſelfe : 
whom he himſclte in all probability had perſwaded roreturne with 
the

rhe dogge to hit vomite, and to juſtify himſelfe in hat Snye of which but 
vcry lately he ſeemed to repent: 'tis more probable, that, that poore 
remainder of Conſcience in Sedgwicke, notquite yet put away, 
thought it ſuffered him to betray, 11 private, adying man to impe= 
nitency, under fained pretences of what he in his owne ſoule mult 
needs confefic to be a crying finne, ani inrowled by St Pau{himiclfe 
amongſt thoſe workes of the fleſh which doe exclude from the Kingdom 
of Heaven: yethis heart might ſmite him,and his conſcience withltand 
him as it were to the face,that he durſt not ſeale that deſtruftive comn- 
{cll,by delivery of the Sacrament: Sedgewicke being gone, the Colonel} 
willingly entertained conference with MC otrerall.to whom he made 
a general cont fjion of his inncs, ani the grievoulneſſe of them, pro- 
telling his hearty repentance, an: forrow for th:m, Butas the two pre=- 
tended Houſes of Parliament, in theit Catalogue of finnes,rcckoned up 
int cir Homily (3f without offence I may focall it) and offered to this 
N-tion as the fabjec matter of their /olexpe bunuliation, quite forgot 
Lying and Rebellion, tor lome reaſons belt knowne to themſelves: ſo 
this Champicn of theirs in bis generall Co:feſſion, made no mention 
of the linne of Rebellion, which molt nearely concerned him, and for 
whichin a}] probability he was very ſuddenly to render an account to 
God: a Confeflion molt neceflary both for hum to make, and the Mini- 
ſter torequire, before he could be thought a fit receiver of thoſe dreads 

full myſteries: but after this gencrall Confeſſion, having received the 

Sacrament, M" Cetterall commending him to {the grace of God, for 
that time left him; and having by one or two viſits, after that, as he 
thought gained ſome intereſt in the Colonel], comming againe tohim 
and finding himin a calme Temper, and judging it a fit opportunity to 

inquire in:o hi: Conſcience,and to ſound him what pon henow 
had of his taking up Armecs againſt his Soveraigne, he defired the Co- 

lone!] to cvir mand his ſervants out of the roome, that he might ſpeake 
with him in private, which being done.and all witn:ffeg removed, but 

God,and their owne Conſciences,M, Cotteral,prefacing hisdifcourſe,

Sir William Taller in the afternoon , drew 
forth his Forces into a Bartalia in Farn- 
ham-Park, about the number of Five theu- 
ſand horle and F6ot, amongft which were the 
Regiment of Weſtminſter, whoſe behaviour 
and valour in this ſervice, is never to be for- 
gotten: The manner of the bulineſſe was ex- 
ceeding well carryed , both by Sir William and q 
all the reſt, for ſtrictneſſe of appearance, and 1.41 
likewiſe for ſecreſie, that the Enemy, nor no i} 
Malignant party, could have opportunity to 
underſtand the leaſt of their intentions : They 
were upon their march by ſeven of the clock

in-the-night,and'in an hours march obtained 
a Heath berween Brundon-and* Farnham , and 
there after an hours ſtay for the-Foot , whole” 
raarch- were not {o get as the Yorle, they all 
willingly and cheerfully marchr together , till 
neer one of the clock in.the night, 1n the way 


towards Baſing; but on a ſudden: were ap- 
' pointed to face towards the. South, and lo 


rowards Alton, paſsing exatly between the 
hills, till they obtained within half a'mile of

L.::ters, Weagain fienified our miſerable and unſpeakable 
wants of V;Rualls, Armes, Munition, Money,ſhooes, and 
e:hcrneceſſarics, and that if the {upplies We moved for, 
came not {pcedily, that We were unayoldably in dangerto 
be 2s mach devoured by our own wants, as by the Sword 
ot the Rebells, and that our want of Corne was ſo mach

79, 1642. dircited to Maſter 4 +56 race ſignified, thar 
when our meanes from thence failed,and our credits could 
hold outnoloager, We were conſtrained, rowards reliete 
of the Army,to torce trom the Proteſtant Merchants here, 
as wcell Engliſhas ſtrangers,not only the commo !ities they 
had brought hither, but the Nar-ve Commoditics alſo, un- 
dertakiog to them that they ſhould receive pay ment av 
Lowdon, wich failing, that thoſe, that would fupply Us, 
were diſheartencd, and durſt not come hither with comme- 
dities. VWherefore We again by thole Letters beſought 
Ipcedy ſupply from thence, declaring that otherwiſe the

from doing ſervice on the Reoells, the then next ſpring, or 
thethen ſucceeding Sommer, and muft undoubredly pur 
the Rebells into a condition of prevailing againſt us, which 
we well belcived the Kingdom of England would never 
have permitted,againſt ſo taithfull ſervants Ge valient Soul. 
dicrs, as His Majeſty yet had here, By thoſe Letters alſo 
we fienified that it was neceſſary, that there ſſhould be here 
at this harbour of D«bli»,by the middle of April, at leaſt 
two ſhipps of good ſtrength,and thatthe ſhips deſigned for 
guarding the other parts of the Coafts ofthis Kingdome, 
ſhould be haſtened away with all poſhble ſpced.

we had formerly, by the Law of neceſſity, utterly undone;

neſtly deſired chat His Majeſty and the Engliſh Nation

our Letters to Maſter Spezker, acopy of a writing ſigned 
by ſfuzdry Officers of the Army,which Was 11) 2 {ttle threat- 
ning much danger, whereby appeared the high neceſſity of 
haſtnipg Treaturc hither, ro pay them, and the reſt of the 
Oftt:ers,and provide Vicuall for the Souldier. 

On therench of April, 1643. We received Letters from 
Maſter Sp:aker ofthe ſeventeenth of March , 1n anſwer of 
our Letters of the twenticth,and twenty hitth of February, 
Thoſc Letters from Maſter Speakeradviſed tree Trade,and 
Truck, to begivento Merchants, by taking our Native 
Commoditics, thit cannot be manutactured here, fortheig 
Corn and other Victualls, & carrying them into England, 
or other places not prohibited. And by our Letters dire- 
fed ro Maſter Speaker dated the twenty ſecond of April, 
in an{wer of his {aid Letters of the ſeventeenth of CAtarch, 
we made jt appeare, thatthat deſigne could not hold,to de- 
rivebenefitto this Army. By thoſe our Lerters, we f1gnj. 
fied alſo that the neceſſities ofthe Army, till prefled us by 
degrees to break the Merchants here, by wreſting their 
Commoditicsfrom them,upon promiſe of ſatisfaction in 
Znz2land; that the failing of that ſatisfaRion in England, 
as it had undone them, ſo hadit infinitly prejudscedthe 

lervice here, That we engaged the word of this Stare, rg 
procure pay ment eo many others,out of the NEXt Treaſure 
that ſhallariveforth of Z»glevd, (whichcourlcs though 
very hard, did hcIp us for atime;) that when thole failed, 
we beganne at our (elves, thenar others, then at all Frater-

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#er5 and rhelike, then at all particular perſons, obſerved to 
have any viſible ſubſtance, not being able to ſpare poore 
men, who(to gaine a poore living) made profeſſion ſome 
of ſelling hot-waters, and ſome of cutting Tobaccoe;That 
inthe end (ll orher meancs failing) we had recourſetothe 
only Native Commodity, Hides, {ci{1tg 05 all rhat could 
be tound, either on Ship-Board ready to be exported hence: 
(with purpolc in ſome of the owners of them t9 return yi- 
Etualls hither, which we werenot ab:c to Wa:c tor) oron 
ſhoarc prepared for ſhip-board, and made ttc of them, 
ro pct the Arimy a tew daits bread , it i1 hoping pro. 
viſions of Vidctualls might come, to keepe them alive, 
which did diaw upon us infinite clamor, Ard by 
the ſaid Letters wee earncitly betought, that before we 
ſhould be utterly ſwallowed up, inthe confuſtons of Af. 
faircs, wherewith we were beler, the deſtruction of this 
Stac,and Ariny,ind Kingdome, bcing then no leflo tea- 
red to ariſc from the Aimy (thovgh tear hither for their 
preſctvatien) then from the furtc of the Rebe]Js, if that 
Honourabtr Houſe would not look back into all our fevce 
rall Letters ſent thither, which we then declared thould 
for ever acquit us betoic God andthe World, as liaving 
diſcharged our duticsro Gud, to Hrs Majeſty, and to this 
His Kingdome, in fully, and rimcly, and often repreſcnt- 
Ing thither, theevills then ready to ſcizeuponthis State, 
the Army and Kingdome, and the means of pieventing 
them, yetthat at Icalt they would be pleaſed to review our 
{aid ſeverall Letters of the twemty,and twenty fitth of Fe- 
bruery,ofthe rwenticth pf 1anuary, 23.0t March, 8& fourth 
of Aprill,wethena'to figaified, That the Souldiers (preſ- 
ſed through wants) attcmpred tumultsand mutinie, plun- 
cred diveric ofthe Inhabitants ofthis City, as well Eng-

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11h and Proteſtants, as others; That we apprehended thoſe 
diſorders bat beginnings of what wedoubted wouldthen 
ſhortly enſuc, eventhe ranſack of chis City, if by timely: 
iupplics forth of England it were nor prevented; Thatthen 
there would beno retugeletrt, cither for the Army, or 0- 
cher Englith herez That we werenot ableto fend outthe 
Souldiecrs for want ofmony to furniſh ordinary neceſli- 
165, and of Ammunition; Wheretore we then again ear.

By our Letters of the 6. of £May 1643, directed ro Mz 
Speaker, we ſignified how neceſ;.ry ir was, that the inten» 
ded eft2hiiſhment ſhould be conſidered there, and pur into 
ſucha way,asto be made pertcct,and {receiving His Ma- 
jefites gratious approbation) might betent tither, which 
we dcfired to be haftned, that the Ofhcers, who daily la- 
bour inthe publique fervices, mighr the better know, what 
they areto have, of which Eftabliſhmcnt we nave nor yet 
had any returne. 

By our Letters to M* Speaker of the 11. of May 1643, 
we fgnificd, that although by L'* fro M* Speaker dated the

yet that it was not come,orit jt were .Come, that it was a 
ſupply tarre below that, which was neceſſary to be then 
ſent hither, and we then again repeated the milcrable con- 
dition ot this Army, through want of all things, clipecial- 
iy Mony, Vieualls, Cloaths, Armes and Munition, That 
there was not above forty barrels of Powder incie ſtore 
(a mean and inconfiderable quantity for this Army, on 
whom depends the preſervation of the Kingdom:;y and 
weagainecliied, ina caſe of ſo high and imminent dan- 
ger,end that with all poſſible imporcunity, th. a coutic 
might be theninſtantly taken, for haſtening away Powder, 
with all ſpeed, and that the other proviſions allo ot ail 
ſorts, mentioned in our former ſeverall Letters, of the 20. 
of 1a4ary, the 20. and 25. of February, the 23, of March, 
and 4.and 22, of April, might be allo haſtned away, and 
that the ſeven thouland eight hundred tourefcore andthir- 
tecn pounds three thillings, tor Armes, to be provided in 
Holand, belidesthofſe we expeRted from London, might be. 
patd, By thoſe Letters alſo wefignificd, that we could not 
but lament our misfortune, and the diſhonour refl<fing 
on the Engliſh Nation, thatthe ſcalon of the yeare ſhould 
be lo farre centred into, and yet (notwithſtanding ail che 
repreſentations,often and timely enouz2h made thither,of 
Aﬀaires here) no means pur into our power , to make uſc 
thereof, ina vigorous profecution of the Warre, butin- 
itead thereof ( notwithſtanding all the cadeavourand in- 
 duſtry uicd hereto prevent ic ) We then beheld our (clves 
ſunk deeply intoa gulfeof confuſion , anddiſtreſle of at- 
taires, being equally in dangerto be devouredthrough our 
wants, or to deftroyced by th: Rebells, for want of necdtull 
abiliments of Warte, to cnable our defenſe, as had bcen 

| forincily 
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formerly often and fully declared thither , and therefore 
we again prefſed to be redeemed from 'the tertiblencfle of 
our condition, by ſuch timely acecffions of ſupplies, torth 
of England, as were contained in our faid tormer di- 
{patches. 

By our Letter to Mr Speaker, cared the 16. of May 
1643. we defired that three hundred and twerlty pounds 
might be paid there, as we had formerly deftred, tor (un- 
dry particulars neceſſary for the Chirurgions of this Ar- 
my, there being great want thereof, for thecures of woun- 
ded men. And then we ſent and imployed ' Sir Thomas 
1/harton, Knight, a Member of this Army , purpoſely co 
{ollicit che means of our reliefe, that ſo we might omit no- 
thing, that we conceived mighriconduce ro the haſtening 
of our expected ſupplies; andby' our Letters of the 16. of 
May then ſent to M. Speaker, we fignified that theKingdom 
was then in more danger,thenever,to be forced out of our 
hands,for want of timely ſupplies out of England; and we 
ec{ircd moſteatrneſtly, that'his diſpatch might be haſtned 
for ou: preſervation, th#tif it were poſhble, the King and 
Kinedome ot England, might yer then be preſerved from 

that +rrecoverable prejudice, and diſhonour, which muſt 
nec: (Farily accompany and follow rhe lofle ot chis King- 
dome, 

And here we may not emit to mention, that we prevai- 
I:d with diverſe Perſons, to advance proviſtons to us, at 
leveralltimes,toanſwer thecrying neceſſities of this Ar- 
my,andto ſome we gave our Bills. in nature of Bills of 
Exchange, and to others our own bonds, undertaking re- 
pay menr at Londew by the Paritament there, which we did, 
in cofidence to find ready paymenrmadethere according- 
ly, and we doe not yet beare thatthofe Bills of Exchange 
2 or

or bonds are yet paid there, but we find ſome of the Partics 
ready to tug andimplead us» here, tor thoſe Debts, though 
contractedonly for the publique ſervice. 

Which procecding of this Board from time to time we 
thus at largededuce, rhat ſoit may appeare fully, that Ve 
have diſchazged thole dyties, which we oweto his Majeſty 
acd tothe truſt of His Majcſties Afﬀaires here, in repreſen- 
ting thither fully and cimely, and often,the wants and cxtre. 
mitics to which this His Kingdome, and Army were redy. 
ccd, andthe meancs requiltte to be. ſent for the relietz and 
preſervation of both. And yetin all that time,namely frum 
theſaid twentieth day of 7apwary,1642.to the tenth of Inn, 

1643. which is the day of the dateof our letters, to which 
yours of the fourth of 1u!y is an anſwer,or from that time 
to this, therearrved.heregas ſentirom the Parliament of 
England, towards xclictcofchis Army, and for maintain-

from us to M* Speaker. | 

And teeing thatthe Charge of this Warre was referred 
to, & undertaken by the Houles of Parliament of E»gland, 
and that by thoſediſpatches,they fully underſtoodthecon- 
diction of affaires here, we offer it to any mans conſiderati- 
on, whether or no, we had not juſt cauſe roconceive, and 
accordingly to expreſle, in that Act of Councell, That owy 
difficulties (which were neceſſary tro be mentioned inthar 
Act) were occaſioned through the failer of the Houſes of Parli-

And as we find by your Letters,thatthe Lords & Com- 
mons in Parliamentthere, have doneus the right, by your 
{aid Letters to (ignify, that they cannot think, we intended
